Chrilt's 
holy Supper is not for all Comers and 
Goers. His Church is neither an Inn nor 
a Priſon ; not an Inn, where the worſt 
that are be admitted to all privileges, 
let them be never fo vile and irreligious, 
as well as the beſt. Not a Priſon, into 


which Men and Women ſhall be dri- 


Ven 
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ven and enforc'd, and others kept and 
detained by the ſame violence. 

All that are Baptized, have no more 
a right to the bleſſed Sactament of the 
Euchariſt, than all Circumciſed Iſraelites 
had unto the Paſlovet ; unleſs theſe 
were ceremonially clean, they wete to 
be excluded.
